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New York, Oct. 16.—[Special.}—John Alex- 
ander Dowie reached this city today with 
about 4,000 of his followers. He declared he 
had come to preach -obedience to what he 
believed the command of God. In the event 
of a successful culmination of his mission 
here it is likely he will attempt to found in 
the east a city on the lines of Zion City, IIL, 
where 10,000 souls now are gathered under 
his immediate supervision. 

While here Dowie purposes delivering a 
series of discourses ‘* in his prophetic office "’ 
at Elijah the Restorer. The prophet’s wife, 
Mrs. Jane Dowie, lost a valuable brooch, 
presumably just before leaving the hand- 
some private car in which she had made.the 
trip, and it is believed a thief secured it. 

All was confusion in Madison Square gar- 
den, when the Zion restoration host poured 
in from eight special trains, Most of the 
trains were late and curious crowds gath- 
ered to see them. Many of the visitors wore 
sashes of yellow, white, and blue, and with 
each group were @ few men in uniform. 


No Services During Day. 

| No services were held during the day, but 
a especial religious service not included in 
the original program will begin tomorrow 
in the garden at half-past 6 o'clock in the 
morning.

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FIRE COSTS A MILLION 


“Most of Aberdeen, Wash., Burned 
and Four Lives Are Lost. 


TEN BLOCKS SWEPT CLEAR. 


Every Business Man in City Suffers 
and Insurance Is Small. 


Aberdeen, Wash., Oct. 16.—Fire that burned 
from 9 this morning until 2 o'clock this after- 
noon caused four deaths and destroyed prop- 
erty valued at approximately $1,000,000. It 
practically wiped out ten blocks and the main 
business street of the town, which was built 
mostly of wood. 

Not more thar half ofthe Joss is covered 
by insurance, for the reason that the insur-~ 
ance companies have refused to carry any 
greater risk on account of the infammable 
material of which aJl the buildings in Aber- 
deen are constructed. 

Every business man in the city is a loser 
either by fire, water, removal, breakage, or 
loss by theft. Not anticipating that the 
flames could get beyond the fire department's 
control many waited until the fire was close 
upon them before starting to move out. The 


material and the rush and haste of teams 
and people in every direction caused great 
confusion. 

Origin of the Blaze. 

The fire started in the old Mack bullding in 
Hume street, owned by Oscar Crane, which 
had been regarded as a fire trap and danger- 
ously constructed bullding. 

From the Mack block the fire spread to 
the new headquarters of the fire department.

Joerndt was an officer in the National 
Association of Letter Carriers, and twice had 
been a delegate to the conventions of the or- 
ganization. He was a leader among his fel- 
lows in the service. | 
Thefts Difficult to Trace. 7 
For several months Col. Stuart has been in 
récéipt of complaints of thefts from the 
mails. Inspectors Garmer and Martin were 
detailed on the casé, but were long balked 
in their investigation.

- In the downtown district Sam T. Jack's 
theater is on the second story and the 
Olympic and Garrick are entered by flights of

floor, and entrance to the Bush temple of 
music is by two flights of stairs.

ALDERMAN FINDS HE IS VIOLAT- 


ING A STATUTE. 


His Printing Firm Has Done Work for 
the Health Department and More 
Recently for the Board of Klection 
Commissioners—Technically He Is 
Disqualified from Serving in the 
Council—Says It Was an Oversight, 
but That He Is Willing to Quit. 


The law which stipulates that no member 
of the council may do work for which the 
city pays has found another violator—this' 
time an unintentional one—in the person of 
Ald. A. W. Beilfuss of the Fifteenth’ ward. 
Technically the alderman is disqualified from 
wetaining his seat in the council, which is 
embarrassing, as he is a member of the alder- 
manic investigating committee. 

As a member of the printing firm of Sever- 
inghaus & Beilfuss he has been interested in 
contracts paid for from the city treasury. 
The last municipal orders filled by the firm 
were two for the board of election commis- 
sioners last November, one for $700 and an- 


other for $400.. 
In addition to these Mr. Beilfuss yesterda 
admitted having filled an order for the health 
department two years ago, being requested 
to, he said, by the commissioner. 


Beilfuss Explains the ‘Cese. 


did not understand at the time,’ said 
the alderman, ‘that the election commis-~ 


| sioners were a part of the city government. 


I was thinking of that department as being 
part of the county and under the jurisdiction 
of the county court. I see now, however, 
that as the city pays the bills it is a violation 
of the statute for an alderman to do any

“TIT suppose I am disqualified, technically, 
but it doesn’t make any difference to me. If 
any one wants me out of the council because 
I have done this city business I am perfectly 
willing to give up the aldermanic job. 

“The work we have done for the city was 
done at the’ request of the authorities. In 
the case of the election commissioners we did 
not take enough to suit them. Then usually 
It is the printing of names, and there is n 
profit in the work. 

“In the case of the health department we 
took the work at the request of the officials. 
They wanted some stuff printed in several 
languages and we have the type necessary 
for this work.”” | 


McGann Says to Stop It. 

While Ald. Beilfuss is acquitted of any 
intention to profit from city contracts, Con- 
troller McGann has given orders that the 
alderman be told that he cannot do city work 
without violating the law. 

“Mr. Beilfuss is one of the most careful 
and honest members of-the council,”’ he sald. 
* but In these cases he seems to have been 
a little careless. This work comes clearly 
within the provisions of the statute which 
prohibits an alderman from doing any work, 
the price for which is to be paid out ofthe 
city treasury.”’

Pamphlets on Life of Parsons. 
Early in the afternoon, before the meeting 
opened, two women carrying bundles of pa- 
pers began to distribute them. They started 
at the front of the hall, but beformthey had 
gone far it was discovered that one of them 
was Mrs. Lucy Parsons and that they had 
pamphlets describing the life of Parsons. 

When told to desist they did so at once. 
Late in the afternoon former Lieut. Gov. 
David Coates of Colorado was asked to take 
the platform. He did so, and, after saying 
that he did not believe in competition—his 
only socialistic utterance—discussed in de- 
tail the right of labor to demand the “ closed 
shop.” He based his argument on the in- 
consistency of capital In signing trade agree- 
ments and then demanding the “ open shop.” 


Speeches on the Open Shop, 

During the day the convention listened ta 
two important speeches by employers on the 
“open shop.” One was by Commissioner 
H. C. Hunter of the New York Metal Trades 
association, the other by President T. K. 
Webster of the Webster Manufacturing com- 
pany. 

The remarks of Mr. Webster came after a 
heated debate on the question whether or 
not the individual is being crowded out and 
the association or combination is taking his 
place. This idea was introduced by President 
James O'Connell of the International. Asso- 
ciation of Machinists, and denied by William 
H. Pfahler, former president of the National 
Founders’ association. 

“IT am an employer of labor, but I confess 
to you that I cannot rid myself, whether. I 
like it or not, of the conditions that sur- 
round our shop,” began Mr. Webster. “ For 
instance I would like to know every man 
and I woula like to be helpful to them, but 
I cannot do it; there are too many. I would 
like to have the good old times where a man 
really learned a trade and was a mechanic. 


Men Become Machines. 

. “JT hardly think there is a man-who works 
in a shop but will say we are producing 
mechanics. We are not. In the first place, 
there is no use talking about giving every 
man the best chance we would like and yet 
selling our products. A man bécomes an 
expert at a lathe, and we find that he can 
turn opt a better day’s work on that lathe 
by keeping him right at it. Do I turn him 
around and put him on a planer? Put him 
on the drill and these other various tools? 
No, I don’t. 

“The man comes to the lathe and stays

Need of the Union. 

“A man absolutely outside the union,” 
continued Mr. Webster, ‘“‘it seems to me, 
can’t get the fair show that I believe the 
American citizen wants him to get. 4 

“IT don’t come here to advocate unionism, 
but to say what I think is true. I believe 
that unions can succeed if they will drop 
certain principles. Let the best men be in 
the union and we have got to hire them. 
It does undoubtedly bring harmony into the 
shop, and if men are working in harmony 
you are getting a little work out of them. 

“There is one evil that will wreck union- 
ism if it is continued, and that is restriction 
ct output. Mr. O’Connell says there is no. 
restriction, and I hope he knows what he 
is talking about; but I have to tell you 
tbat I believe it is in the air that men are 
trying to get the limitation of output, and I 
think they are trying to get on entirely false 
grounds.” 

Mr. Webster then told of instances of re- 
striction. He asserted that by the introduc- 
tion of machine riveting structural work 
could be improved, and 800 rivets handled

was not done, for the unions have limited 
the work to 100 rivets, in spite of continual

Urges Day Wage System. 

In a talk on the value to labor of the day 
wage system President O’Connell of the ma- 
chinists declared that unions are not re- 
stricting output and claimed that the cure 
for this evil—and all other industrial evils— 
is the abolishment of the piecework method. 
“With the proper superintending of a 
plant,”’ said President O'Connell, “on a 
properly regulated basis of employment, the 
day base of wages would make It possible 
for all to enjoy a more properous livelihood, 
associate men, women, and children more 
closely together, ally them together jn order 
that they may stand for a higher standard 
of manhood and womanhood. The plece- 
work system cultivates selfishness both on 
the part of the employer and employé. We 
are a grasping people. Let us be honest with 
each other. It is dollars we are after, dol- 
lars and dividtnds. But we want to get 
these dollars and dividends fairly, without 
the necessity of crushing our brother man.” 


Day of Individual Gone. 


President O’Connell then argued that the 
day of the individual has passed, and that 
hereafter the union, or association, must take 
his place. Mr. Pfahler denied this, and 
asserted that the labor unions are the only 
bodies that are trying to dispose of the in- 
dividual and take from him liberties allowed 
by law. pa 

“* Suppose I want to earn my living in a way 
that seems best fitted to me, in a manner 
that seems best fitted to me, in a place in 
which I can best do it. Have I the liberty? 
Who says I have not? Only the labor 
unions,’ said Mr. Pfahler. 


. Corruption in UWhions. 


Mr. J. N. Gunn of New York and Henry 
White of the garment workers also spoke 
on the subject, after which President Frank 
Buchanan of the ironworkers took the floor. 
At the-close of a general speech he took up 
corruption in the labor movement, and said 
that the trade unions will sooner or later 
weed out the men who are bought and who 
sell out their fellow workers.

The property owners, who responded to the 
invitation of the county board finance com- 
mittee to present their grievances, brought 
the goods with them. Before the doors of 
the committee room were opened the corridor 
was packed with a throng of citizens, most 
of whom carried large stalks of thistle, bur- 
dock, and other specimens of undesirable 
vegetation. They explained to chairman 
Walker that they had picked the weeds just 
before leaving home, although Van Slooten 
in his sworn report had reported them as 
exterminated. 


Testimony of Property Owners. 


Van Slooten appeared with Attorney Mun- 
son T. Case. He heard some property 
owners swear that no weeds had been cut 
on their premises, although they had re- 
ceived bills for the work. Others swore that 
buildings instead of weeds covered the lots 
on which they. were expected to pay Van 
Slooten's fees. The committee found itself 
inundated with complaints and continued 
the hearing till next Monday morning.at 10 
o’ clock. 

The Metropolitan elevated railway sent a 
representative to show that it had’ been 
charged $03 for weed cutting on lots covered 
six inches deep with cinders. W. J. Lukens 
of the real estate board had a stack of com- 
plaints. James B. Galloway related that a 
client had been asked to pay Van Slooten’s 
«fees on a lot which now lies beneath the sur- 
face of the north branch of the river. 

And all Van Slooten and his attorney could 
offer in defense was the plea that “ of course 
many mistakes are made in carrying on such 
a vast work." The weed man declared that 
his supplementary report would correct the 
inaccuracies.

FROGS HAVE MIGHTY FOBS 


TWOSOUTH CHICAGO HUNTSMEN 
BARE THEIR ARMS. . 


James Ahern, Champion Bat Killer 


and Man of Rare Talents as a Clam 
Opener, Seeks to Prove That John 
Leger Overestimates Himself as a 
Destroyer of the Water Hoppers— 
Will Engage in Desperate Conflict 
Today—Loser Will “ Buy.” 


James Ahern, champion 165 pound fisher- 
man: of South Chicago, challenger of the 
world (Grover Cleveland included) at any 
style of fishing; champion bat killer of Illi-

Yesterday Ahern challenged John Leger, 
foreman in the South Chicago steel works, 
to hunt frogs. Leger, who claims the cham- 
pionship, accepted, and this afternoon the 
defender and challenger will meet in des- 
perate conflict in Washington ice pond, at 
One Hudredth street, near the Calumet river. 

Afterwards the principals, seconds, thirds, 
and spectators will attend a frog leg feast at 
Ahern’s home, and the loser will pay for 
everything that will be needed to wash down 
the saddles. 

Leger has the advantage of recent practice. 
Thursday afternoon he caught sixty-two 
frogs in two hours and boasted of his feat. 
Ahern, who two months ago won the fishing 
championship in a contest on Lake Calumet, 
heard the boast.. He recalled the fact that, 
early in the summer, he caught forty-two 
contralto, twenty-three soprano, fourteen 
tenor, and twenty-seven bass frogs in three 
hours, and he conceded himself a chance to 
beat Leger. 

At noon yesterday the men held a meeting 
and selected their seconds and agreed to the 
rules that are to govern the contest. It was 
stipulated that it should be go ae you please, 
the principals being permitted to use any 
weapon or instrument or all of them. The 
contest will start at 2 o’clock and close at 4. 

Leger believes that he can shoot the frogs, 
using asmalishotgun. If this method proves 
ineffective, he will drop the gun and fish 
for his frogs, using red flannel for bait.

Is to Oppose Him in His 
Own District, 


HURRIES AWAY TO EGYPT 


Will Have Two Days in Which 


to Capture Delegates Before 
Enemy Arrives. 


Armed for the fray, Maj. Dan Hogan is. 


speeding southward to measure political 


strength with Gov. Yates in Egypt and pro- 


tect his home district. from invasion. 


The governor has 
that Maj. Hogan's candidacy for secretary 


} of state was objectionable to him and that 


the major must be defeated. This informa- 
tion reached Mr. Hogan yesterday morning, 
and what followed caused something of a 
sensation at the Yates, Lowden, and state 
committee headquarters. 

The goverfor is about to Invade Hogan’s 
country, the Twenty-fifth congressional dis- 
trict, and lay the wires to capture its dele- 
gates. He is billed to make a number of 
speeches at Cairo, Anna, Carbondale, Marion, 
Du Quoin, and other points on Monday and 
Tuesday. But the major will be on the 
ground this morning, with two days’ time in 
which to fortify himself against the gov- 
ernor’s attacks. He kept the wires hot with 
messages to his lieutenants for several hours 
before boarding an Illinois Centra] train last 
evening, calling them to a roundup at Mound 


City today. 


Southern Illinois, it was predicted by the 
politicians from that section, will be stirred 
as it has not been in a decade. Every voter 
will be pressed into active service. 


Hogan Ready for a Fight. 

Maj. Hogan had his war paint on, and de- 
clared that if Gov. Yates wanted a fight 
he could get it easily. “I have acted hon- 
éstly and honorably with the governor,”’ he 
exclaimed, ‘“‘and there is no reason for his 
sending out word that my nomination must 
be prevented at all hazards. 

“T am not favoring one candidate for gov- 
ernor more than another. The delegates of 
roy district will be instructed for me, but 
left free to vote for the gubernatorial can- 
didate of their choice and the choice of the 
republicans of their counties. Probably 
some of them will be for Yates.’’ 

The major’s departure was hastened by 


’@ report that Yates would not be at his 


Chicago headquarters .today to keep en- 
gugements made earlier in the week, but 
that he was moving towards Anna. It was 
said also that he had sent a number of his 
principal aids into the Twenty-fifth district 
to organize the Yates forces and start the 
fight in every county. 

Maj. Hogan has long been a factor in the 
politics of ‘‘ Egypt,” and a big cog in the 
state republican machine. He was one of 
the first leaders at the Peoria convention 
te swing his delegates from Hanecy to 
Yates. The governor reciprocated by retain- 
ing him in the office of state grain registrar. 
Eut when the major decided to become a 
candidate for secretary of state he believed 
that the right thing to do was to resign. 


Resigned to Be Independent. 

“I went to the govermor last winter,” he 
explained, ‘‘ informed him of miy Intentions, 
and offered to resign then. Hé begged me not 
to think of cutting loose from his administre- 
tion. I protested that I preferred to bein a 
position to take advantage of opportunities 
to make favorable terms with the winning 
candidates for other places on the ticket. On 
his return from Burope I turned in my resig- 
nation, and I guess he thinks I am opposed 
to his renomination."’ 

Scott Cowan and Col. J. H. Strong, two of 
the governor's Chicago managers, insisted 
that somebody was misrepresenting their 
chief. They were sure that he had not de- 
clared war on Maj. Hogan. But the major 
knew otherwise. 


Lively Four Day Struggle. 

For the next four days interest will be 
centered largely on the Hogan stronghold, 
the extreme southern end of the state. In 
beginning his fight at Cairo and Anna the 
governor, it is understood, hopes to get the 
delegates of Alexander, Pulaski, Union, 
Johnson, Williamson, Jackson, and two or 
three Other counties away from Hogan. 

However, all this is preliminary planning, 
for the greater contest will come when 
Charles 8. Deneen, Attorney General Ham- 
lin, Col. Frank O. Lowden, and L. Y. Sher- 
man invade that territory. Mr. Deneen is 
well known there and will have some of the 
delegates.

McCornack’s warriors, and when evening 
comes one or the other will be out of the 


In this game all the interest of the local 
fans is absorbed. The fact that two other 
games between members of the big nine are 
on today’s schedule; that Harvard will face 
a crisis in meeting West Point, which latter 
will play Chicago; that Princeton will face 
its severest tryout of the season in the game 
with the Carlisle Indians, while Nebraska 
lines up against. the western team of red 
men from Haskell; that Amherst, encouraged 
by its victory over Harvard, will attempt 
to defeat Columbia, as it did last year—all 
these interesting features, significant as they 
are in the football situation as a whole, 
count for nothing locally in the face of the 
one fact that Chicago and Northwestern will 
have it out on the gridiron this afternoon. 


Northwestern’s Chief Gain. 


Second only to the Thanksgiving game, 
today’s contest has aroused the enthusiasm 
of the fans all over the city—not merely the 
partisans of the two colleges—to the highest 
pitch. For Northwestern the game is in 
many ways the climax of the schedule. To- 
ward the Chicago game all the efforts of 
coach and players have been directed. For 
Chicago, although the battle is not looked 
upon as the most important, today’s showing 
will determine whether Stagg’s eleven is of 
feal championship class. If Chicago loses, 
the Midway rooter must relinquish all hopes 
of a championship banner to adorn the new 
Bartlett gymnasium. If Chicago wins—and 
all indications lead inevitably to the conclu- 
sion that Chicago will win—the offense and 
more especially the defense of the maroon 
team will have been tested for the first time 
Rgainst strong opponents, and some reliable 
tstimate of the real strength of the team 
maybe made. . 4 

» Both Teams Wrought Up. 

The spirit with which the two teams ap- 
proach the crisis is inspiring and presages 
® gridiron duel such as will stir the blood. 
At the Midway a feeling of absolute confi- 
fence of victory prevails—coupled, however, 
in the minds of those who know Northwest- 
ern with a realization that the winning of this 
same victory means hard work against stub- 
born fighting. At a massmeeting yesterday 
morning members of the Chicago team pre- 
Gicted victory by from one to four touch- 
fowns. 

At Northwestern a spirit of confidence pre- 
vails, but it is contidence mixed with anxiety. 
And judging by the showing of the teams so 
far and by the men Chicago has and their 
work in the past, there is good ground for 
anxiety. 


Veterans in Maroon Line. 


Chicago has a team of veterans, most of 
them with at least one year’s experience 
under the tutelage of a coach whose ability 
is known and feared throughout the west.

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 16.—[Special.]—Dan 
Patch put all previous wagon records in the 
shade today when he paced a mile to that 
style of hitch in 1;50%, finishing stronger 
than in any of his other fast miles and pac- 
ing the final quarter in :20%.

MILER DENIES CHARGES. 


ACCUSED POSTAL OFFICIAL MAKES 
STRONG DEFENSE. 


Answers Cross Examination Fire at 
Cincinnati Trial Without Being 
Distarbed Even in Explaining Con- 
tradictions in His Statements—Ev- 
idence Is Concladed and Arguments 
Begun—Case Will Probably Go to 
Jary Tonight. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 16.—[Special.J]—D. V. 
Miller, a former second assistant attorney in 
the postoffice department, on trial for alleged 
conspiracy to extort a bribe from a turf con- 
cern, took the stand in his own defense to- 
day. For over three hours he answered the 
fire of questions from the attorneys on both 
sides, and at the end it was generally con- 
ceded that he had been an exceptionally 
strong witness for himself, both in direct and 
cross examination. 

Miller was confronted with the most severe 
eross examination without being disturbed 
even in trying to explain contradictions in his 
own statements. 

Miller told a full story of his life. He said 
he first met Johns as a neighboring farmer 
boy twenty years ago, and explained how he 
came to be nicknamed Jim.’’ He said that 
on Nov. 20 he had received a telegram from 
Johns to enter his name as attorney for 
Ryan & Co., the complaining turfmen, and 
that was the day after Ryan and Johnsmet 
at Terre Haute. | 

Miller said that at the hearing of the Ryan 
case, Nov. 11, when Christiancy sat as judge, 
he had appeared and for the government 
advocated that a fraud order issue against 
Ryan, but on the presentations that Ryan & 
Co. would eliminate all objectionable feat- 
ures of the turf commission and guarantee 
enough deposits to pay all certificates, 
Christiancy allowed the concern to continue.

Miller testified that the much disputed sup- 
plemental report of the postoffice inspectors 
on the Ryan case was delivered to him Dec.

He explained that Ryan was 
not then paying on demand, but on thirty 
days’ notice on account of being ruled off the 
turf at New Orleans. Miller said ‘the 
string '’ was intended to prevent Ryan from 
using the letter for promoting or advertising 
his betting schemes. He had never advised 
Johns of the Ryan case pending in his office; 
when he received a telegram from Johns to 
enter him as attorney in the Ryan case he 
did not show the telegram to Christiancy, as 
the latter was bitterly opposed to friends ap- 
pearing as counsel in the department. He 
answered Johns’ letter in the usual official 
way, he said, and gave no special infor- 


mation. 
Denies Secret Code. 
He said he regarded his telegrams and let- 


He denied that the “Jim telegram,” sent 
after that decision was mailed to Johns, was 
a code telegram meaning a favorable de- 
cision, and that Johns should go to Ryan 
promptly. Miller said he never asked or 
learned how Johns got in the Ryan case, and 
that he never received anything from Johns 
directly or indirectly. 

Assistant District Attorney Thomas H. 
Darby adtiressed the jury over a half hour.

The personal estate in Illinois consists 
largely of stock of the National Biscuit com- 
pany and of the American Radiator company.

DR. HIRSCH DOUBTS TRUTH 
OF THE STORY OF THE FALL. ba 


Declares Certain Bible Stories Only Re- 
fiect the Gropings of an Ancient Race 
—Believes in Latter Day Man. 


The doctrine of original and transmitted 
sin and final redemption was arraigned-by 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch last night, when, speak- 
ing in Israe? temple, he assailed the tempta- 
tion and the fall as a myth which had not 
even Jewish origin. 

“That story of the temptation and the fall 
has no value or authority except as a Baby- 
lonian fable,"’ he said. “As the ancient 
pagans, who ever spoke and dreamt 
of the golden ages of the past,’ said Dr. 
Hirsch, “the Christians speculate upon a 
paradise which once existed, but which has 
utterly vanished. They dream of a past 
that was better and imagine a God which 
at one time was benevoient, and then, hav- 
ing permitted the fall of his own creatures, 
became malevolent, 

‘They ascribe to the primeval man al- 
most godly attributes which he has in some 
way lost. Like old men who deceive them- 
selves into imagining that the past is so 
much better than the present, they prate.of 
the lost splendor of man. The Whole Chris- 
tian dogma, a part of which is often ascribed 
also to the Jewish belief, is built from the 
third chapter of Genesis, which wrongly and 
ignorantly is considered a historical account 
authorizing the fall and the redemption. 
But the bible is simply and merely a mirror 
of the gropings of an ancient race for the 
divine reality. It cannot be the cause or the 
source of a religion. It merely reflects th 
religious growth of humanity."’

It is, however, a 
dificult task either to write or to paint for 
children, for they are close scrutinizers, and, 
therefore, when Mrs. Harrison writes that 
the most beautiful princess in the world has 
“ hair as black as night, while her skin was 
white as milk,” it is really .cruel of Mrs. 
Perkins to paint this princess with choco- 
late colored hair. The cruelty consists in 
awakening in the mind of the child the 
frightful suspicion that the story may not 
be true or that there is something rotten in 
Denmark somewhere—as, for example, that 
the princess dyed her hair after the story was 
written, or that some one somewhere has 
not told the truth, or that sorrow, in Fairy- 
land, turns hair chocolate instead of white. 

There are six stories in the book, entitled 
“ The Star Fairies,” ‘‘ The Gift of the Birds,”’ 
“The Land of the Polar Star,” ‘‘ The Forest 
of Rainbow Colors,” “‘ The Lost City of the 
Sea,”’ and “ The White Palace.” Of these 
“The Lost City of the Sea” is especially 
charming. Mrs. Harrison is a safe guide 
for the children not only in the realm of 
fancy, where .all things are wholesome, and 
delicate, and honorable, according to her, 
but she is also an excellent exemplar in the 
matter of pure, simple, straightforward, yet 
picturesque, English. Take, for example, this 
descriptive sentence: ‘‘ Down at the planta- 
tion house, where the broad galleries were 
supported by large, red brick pillars, the 
green window shutters of a front room on 
the second floor were flung wide open, for in 
the room lay a little girl getting well.”’ That 
surely opens up a story in a fashion that the 
most direct and explicit newspaper workers, 
trained as they are in compact and graphic 
writing, might well envy.. 

This book, ‘with its storits of enchantment 
and with its exquisite pictures, cannot fail 
to be. one of the. most popular of juvenile 
“Mrs: Haprigon has 
an unusual talent for the telling of these 
gay and spectacular tales of Fairyland, and 
she is fortunate in her artist and in her pub- 
lisher, both of whom do their utmost to set 
forth her dainty talent at its best. The 
cover of the book shows a mauve and green 
faipy on a field of cerulean, flecked with stars 
and the golden crescent.

The annihilation of Fort Fisher was more 
spectacular than any single event of Porter's 
campaign on the Mississippi, and it must 
have been a pleasure to the old sailor to find 
himself again on salt water and in a real 
ship. Here again he had the codperation of 
Grant, and the two men, unlike in everything 
but their devotion to duty, remained warm 
admirers and personal friends to the end. 

Mr. Soley has made an interesting book,

She for- 
tunately is freed by fuller knowledge from 
a secret fondness for an ancient admirer, 
while her crafty sister calls back the absent 
husband just in the nick of time to save her 
from an inextricable tangle. 

Whether Carleton-Milecete is the “author,” 
as stated on the title page, or the “ writers,” 
as stated in the preface, he, she, or they hit 
upon a lively plot and contrived to add to it 
a good bit of broad comedy in picturing the 
environment of the restless ‘‘ Mrs. Osborne.”’ 
In real life the lady would certainly have 
come to grief, but in the fiction everything 
ends happily. The faithful sister receives 
her reward in the heir to an earldom, and the 
only really uncomfortable person is allowed 
consolation. People who like olives stuffed 
with red peppers will like this book. 

“LOVE AFFAIRS OF THE GREAT MU- 
SICIANS,” by Rupert Hughes (L. C. Page 
& Co.), is a handsome illustrated gift book 
in two volumes. There was an abundance 
of material to draw from, as musicians and 
minstrels have been proverbially suscepti- 
ble to the whisperings of love. From the 
rich storehouses of history and more or less 
authentic gossip Mr. Hughes, already favor- 
ably known as the author of several books 
about music, has made an excellent selec- 
tion.

In “ WITH THE ALLIES TO PEKIN” 
Mr. Henty has used the late boxer troubles 
in China as a background for the adventures 
of Rex Bateman, the son of an English mer- 
| chant at Tien Tsin, who takes an active part 
in the hostilities from the outbreak to the 
close of the war. The situation offers ample 
opportunity for heroic incidents, and the 
average boy will find the experiences of Rex 
and his faithful attendant, Ah Lo, exceed- 
ingly interesting. 

The companion volume of Mr. Henty’s is 
called “THROUGH THREE CAMPAIGNS ” 
and has to do with the relief of Chitral, the 
Tirah campaign, and the relief of Coomassie. 
Lisle Bullen, the son of a British army officer 
who met his death in an expedition against 
one of the hill tribes, is sent to England by 
the colonel of the regiment. Instead of going, 
the boy stains himself a dark color and se- 
cretly, though with the connivance of some 
of the native officers, enlists as a private. 
He distinguishes himself by conspicuous 
bravery and ts rapidly promoted after the dis- 
covery of his disguise, which happens in a 
short time. After perusing Mr.. Henty’s 
books the reader will have a fair knowledge 
of the campaigns mentioned, as the author 
_ gleaned his facts from the best author- 


es. 

“FOES OF THE RED COCKADE,” by 
Brereton, is a story of the French revolution, 
in which two brothers, George and Ralph de 
Courcy, appear as heroes. The boys land, 
o> rather are washed ashore, for they are 
shipwrecked in France while on their way 
from England, whither they had gone with 
their English mother after the death of their 
father to the estate of their uncle.

“IN THE GRIP OF THE MULLAH,” the 
second of Brereton’s works, Somaliland is the 
scene for the adventures of Jim Hubbard, 
an English boy who goes to rescue his 
father, who has been shipwrecked on the 
coast of Africa and captured by a marauding 
band of Somali warriors. His experiences in 
the land of the *“' Mad” Mullah enable him 
to furnish the English government with such 
valuable informaiion that he receives a com- 
mission in the army in return. That he 
rescues his father goes without saying. All 
the volumes are appropriately illustrated, 
the Henty books by Wal Paget, and Capt.

“RECOLLECTIONS” of Richard 
was Mr. Stoddard who introduced Mr. Sted- 
man to his first publisher. Mr. Stedman's in- 
troduction is thoreughly sympathetic. Mr. 
Stoddard’s life was almost a part of his own, 
for they were close friends for forty years. 

“The story of Dickens’ boyhood, as told 
by himself,” says Mr. Stedman, “ ts not more 
pathetic, nor is its outcome mare beaufiful, 
than the story of Richard Henry Stoddard’s 
experiences—his orphanage, his few years’ 
meager schooling, his work as a boy in all 
sorts of shifting oc¢upations, the attempt to 
make a learned blacksmith of him, his final 
apprenticeship to tron molding, at which he 
worked on the east side from his eighteenth 
to his twenty-first year.” 

Mr. Stoddard, as every one knows who 
knew him, had a hard life. Things went 
wrong with him ‘from the start, and yet he 
clung to his purpose through it all. He was 
born a poet, and his poetry was of an unusual 
quality. It has never, however, had the 
récognition that it deserved. Perhaps pos- 


temporaries.. Some of the best judges ap- 
preciated him, among them Poe, though he 
refused his early poetry “‘ because it was 
too good to be the work of an absolute strip- 
ling.”’ and Hawthorne was among his first 


sponsors. 


| 
In 1857 Stoddard published his first book, 
“Songs of Summer,” and of this Mr. Sted- 
man’ says: “For beayty pure and simple 
it still seems to me fresher and more signifi- 
cant than any single volume produced up to 
that date by any down east poet save Emer- 
son. It was ‘ poetry or nothing,’ and though 
it edine out of time in that stormy period, it 
had to do with the making of new poets 
thereafter.” : 
Although the years of my friendship with 
Mr. and Mrs. Stoddard were not as long as 
those of Mr. Stedman, I counted them among 


out to make my way to journalism. They 
were then living in the house where they. 
both died, on East Fifteenth street, not far. 
from Stuyvesant park. This house was long’ 
the mecca of all the young poets and liter- 
aty aspirants who came to New York, and 
those who had anything in them, and even . 
those who had not, always met with a kind 
reception, of which criticism was not always 
the least kindly part. — :

While every room in Mr. Stoddard’s house 
looked as if it were lived in and worked 
in, his library in the second story front was 
the shrine at which we were most delighted 
to gather. There were collected the choicest 
among his books, the choicest of his manu- 
ecripts, the most intimate of his pictures. 


There, at a big desk which stood between the | 


windows, Mr. Stoddard did most of ‘his life’s 
work, his wife by his side. Mrs. Stoddard 
was her husband’s literary companion 
through all these years, and it was her help- 
ful critficiem that did much to encourage him 
Over the stony path from which he could 
mever seem to turn. Bad tuck—it could be 
called by no other name—followed Mr. Stod- 
dard from the cradle to the grave, but as Mr. 
Stedman truly says: : 

“Never in his worst seasons did he stop 
to think how the world treated him, or that 
hé was entitled to special providences. He 
accepted poverty or good luck with an equal 
mind, content with the reward of being a 
reader, a writer, and, above all, a poet.

The first distinguished man of letters whom 
Mr. Stoddard met was Bayard Taylor.

They were both young men 
then, for they were born in the same year, 
1825—Taylor in January, Stoddard tn July— 
and they both had one thing in common, “a 
love of poetry and a belief that we were 

We may have doubted some things, 
but that supreme thing we did not and would 
not doubt. It was a consolation to me and 
a glory to him.” Taylor had already made 
@ name for himself, for he had published 
his “‘ Views Afoot.” When Mr. Stoddard 
first met him he was an editorial writer on 
the Tribune, and {it was in the editorial room 
that they first met. . 

Wher young Stoddard mentioned his name 
Taylor rose to greet him. “I have before 
me now,” writes Mr. Stoddard, “a vision of 
him in his young manhood—tall, erect, active 
looking, and manly, with an aquiline nose, 
bright, loving eyes, and the dark, ringleted 
hair with which we. endow, in ideal, the 
heads of poets. There was a kindness and a 
courtesy fn his greeting which went straight 
to my heart and’ assured me that I had found 
a friend.” 

From that time on they were inseparable. 
Taylor worked at his editorial desk all day, 
while Stoddard worked at his foundry, but 
at night they met and read poetry, sometimes 
their own, sometimes that of other poets— 
Keats, who was the god of Stoddard’s idol- 
atry, and Shelley, who was beloved by Tay- 


lor, 


; 

By degrees Stoddard came to know most of 
the literary men and editors of New York; 
then he longed for other cities to conquer. 
Lowell had just published his “‘ A Fable for 
Critics,”” and Lowell he longed to meet, so he 
made a pilgrimage to Cambridge bearing a 
note of introduction from Taylor. This let- 
ter was the open sesame to Elmwood, and 
the two poets discussed their trade in front 
of the crackling fire and enjoyed themselves 
as only poets can when their pet hobby is up 
for discussion. They even asked themselves, 
What is poetry? and each tried to define that 
elusive form of expression. Stoddard de- 
fined it as “ something which cannot be'so 
well expressed in prose as in verse ’’; then 
Lowell said: 

“Poetry, as I understand itt is the recog- 
nition of something new and true in thought 
or feeling, the recollection of some profound 
experience, the conception of some heroic 
action, the creation of something Beautiful 
and pathetic. There are things in verse 
which may be questioned, but they are not 
the poetical things, are not the things which 
are poetry. There can be no doubt about 
that, for it authenticates itself, and so abso- 
lutely that it seems not to have been written, 
but always to have been.”’ 

Mr. Stoddard devotes a chapter to his 
courtship and marriage, which is nothing if 
not frank. He describes his first meeting

author. 

“It was my good—or bad—fortune.” writes 
Mr. Stoddard. “to come in contact with the 
unfortunate Edgar Allan Poe in my twenty- 
first year.” Poe was then the editor of the 
Broadway Journal, and Stoddard called at 
the office of that magazine with a poem in his 
hand. The editor was not in; he inquired 
where he lived, and was directed to a num- 
ber somewhere on East Broadway. He 
knocked at the street door, and was presently 
shown up to Poe’s apartment, on the second 
or third floor, where he was received with 
“the courtesy habitual with him when he 
was himself.’ The young poet was struck 
with the polite manner of the elder poet and 
the elegance of his appearance. “‘ He was 
slight and pale, I saw, with large, luminous 
eyes, and was ,dressed in black. When I 
quitted the rooth I could not but see Mrs. Poe, 
who was lying on a bed, apparently asleep. 
She, too, was dressed in black, and was pale 
and wasted. 

“ Poor lady,” I thought; “she is dying of 
consumption. She never stirred, but her 
mother came out from the back parlor and 
was introduced to me by her courtly nephew. 
Breathing a benediction upon the three, I 
stole downstairs and rambled slowly home.” 


Poe accepted Stoddard’s “‘ Ode on a Grecian 
Flute,” and when the latter took up a copy 
of the journal, expecting to see his ode print- 
ed therein, he found these lines: “ Wedoubt 
the originality of the ‘Golden Flute,’ for the 
reason that it is too good at some points to 
be so bad at others. Unless the author can 
reassure us, we decline it.”’ Stoddard’s sur- 
prise and indignation may|be imagined. He 
put on his hat and started for the office of 
the Broadway Journal to tell its editor what 
he thoughtofhim. He found Poe in his sanc- 
tum, asleep In a chair. He was in a morose 
mood when he was awakened. “ Mr. Poe,”’ 
said Stoddard, “I called to assure you that 
I did write the ‘Ode on a Grecian Flute.’ ” 
Poe started, and glared at me, and mange 
“ You lie, d—-n you! Get out of here, or il 
throw you’out!'” Stoddard did not wait to 
be thrown out, but walked slowly home, 
“chewing the cud of sweet and bitter fan- 
cies.” “Do I blame him?’ he exclaims. 
“The gods forbid! With a race of hardy 
New England sailors behind me, and be- 
hind him a stock of hard drinking Mary- 
landers, his father an inefficient player, and 
his mother a fairly good English actress and 
vocalist—who am I, pray, that I should cen- 
sure anybody?” 

This was not a happy interview, and ap- 
parently it did prejudice Mr. Stoddard against 
Poe, for he has always been one of his 
severest critics.

I wish that I had more space to write of this 
most interesting book; to tell you what Mr. 
Stoddard says of Thackeray. whom he knew 
in New York, and of Bryant and Longfellow, 
and other literary giants of those days; or 
to refer to the chapter that he gives to Sted- 
man, whom Taylor introduced to him as 
“this likable young poet.” The only thing 
to do is to read the book yourself. If you 
knew Stoddard it will recall him vividly to 
your memory; if you did not know him, you 
could not have a better introduction.

The late Richard Francis Weymouth, edi- 
tor of “ The Resultant Greek Testament,” 
designed and partly prepared a New esta- 
ment in idiomatic English. Ernest Hamp- 
den-Cook has edited and partly’ revised the 
work, which now appears in modern and sec- 
ular form—if so the physical aspects of a 
book may be referred to—from the publishing 
house of the Baker & Taylor company. It 
is called “THE MODERN SPEECH NEW 
TESTAMENT.” The dignity of the gacred 
book has been in no way lowered, and this 
work cannot be looked upon as in any way 
negligible. It may be of use to many per- 
sons—particularly to foreigners who essay 
reading fhe bible in English and who find it 
Gificult enough to understand the modern 
without undértaking the archaic form of the 
tongue... Yet it would be folly to affirm that 
this idiomatic book has the poetry of the 
familiar one. Moreover, the ancient lines 
have become part and parcel of the knowl- 
edge of the English speaking race. Were 
Shakspeare made idiomatic his-illuminated 
text would suffer in much the same propor- 
tion that the sacred writings do, set to the 
tune of our modern talk. 

Moreover, few persous of poetica! or relig- 
ious temperament will be in sympathy with 
this attempt to give to the scriptures a 
workaday phraseology. If the words of the 
bible have been set apart from other words 
and kept umtouched by the changes of time, 
it is much in the same spirit that the cathe- 
dral is clothed with Gothic grace and pre- 
served in that venerable architectural grace, 
unaffected by modern fashions. Both stand 
for worship—the archaic tongue and the 
historic architecture. Both represent the 
continuity of the church as a structure, a 
historic fact, a sacred thing, influencing, but 
not a part of secular things. However, these 
matters are, of course, to be decided by each 
person according to his own taste. Matters 
of conscience they can hardly be called, for 
the new work falls not behind the old in 
reverence of intention and in conecientious- 
ness of execution. Indeed, itis much more 
than Hkely that many perplexing passages 
have attained to clarity by thie scientific 
modern translation. 

“ THE LITERARY SENSE,”’ by E. Nesbit, 
is the title of a book of short stories dealing 
with that curious double sense from which 
the literary artist usually suffers, and which 
makes the life of the imagination ef more 
actuality than the life about him, and often 
influences him to a subtle and deadly form 
of Immorality, in which he employs even the 
most sacred facts of life to serve his appetite 
for the picturesque. The French, who suffer 
much from this curious double life, and who 
have peculiar intellectual temptations, have 
set forth this curious malady of the artistic 
soul in certain unforgettable sketches.

DUTCH FOUNDING OF NEW YORK. 
By Thomas.A. Janvier. Harper & Brozs., 
New York, publishers. 

Artful fiction being more convincing than 
artless fact. says Mr. Janvier, author of 
“THE DUTCH FOUNDING OF NEW 
YORK..”’ it is not likely that the highly un- 
truthful impression of the Dutch colonists 
of Manhattan given by Washington Irving 
ever will be effaced. Subtly mendacious, he 
declares, is Irving’s delightful ‘‘ History of 
New York from the Beginning of the World 
to the End of the Dutch Dynasty."’ Overthe 
facts which he was at such pains to gather 
he has everywhere cast the glamour of a be- 
littling farcical romance. with the result that 
this humorous conception of our ancestral 
Dutch colony. peopled by a sleepy tobacco 
loving and schnapps loving race stands. fn 
the place of the real colony peopled by hard- 
headed and hard hitting men. 

So that. as this writer believes, Irving's 
fancy is a good deal kindlier than the plain 
truth. They were a rough lot, he declares, 
and this new history of them goes far to 
confirm the indictment. They had the vices 
of their kind enlarged by the vices of their 
time. ‘“ With all their shortcomings they 
were tough and they were as sturdy as men 
could be. Of the easy going somnolent habit 
that Irving has fastened upon them as their 
dominant characteristic; there is not to be 
found in the records the slightest trace.”’ 
It was September when that shifti of 
ownership took place. which changed New 
Amsterdam into New York; a change which 
the Dutch colonists at last welcomed almost 
as ‘heartily as did their English and New 
Englandish fellow citizens.

Ypsilanti, Mich., Oct. 15.—[ Editor of The 
Tribune.]—1. Suppose the Nicaragua canal 
to: be campleted. A ship wishing to enter 
it on the Atlantic side would enter a harbor— 
artificial, if you please—more than 300 miies 
nearer than the harbor of Colon and in a 
location much legs exposed to storms, after 
@ passage from New York by the south of 
Florida, immensely safer, as well as shorter, 
than the Windward passage. - If the first 
forty-five miles were against a slight current,. 
the return trip is equally aided by the cur- 
rent, and the same advantage of a four: 
mile current would thus shorten the east 
bound trip for. the. fifty miles of- the San 
Juan river. If the river is crooked it is not 
difficult to cut off curves in. the alluvial 
banks of tropical rivers. Then seventy 
miles across the lake, then seventeen miles, 
with four locks, to the ocean. After this 
journey of thirty-three hours against a cur- 
rent, of about twenty-four with the currertt, 
the ship would be 2,000 miles nearer port 
than by the Panama route. 

2. This Panama route will cost millions 
where the other will cost thousands. \ 

3. The “ultimate perfection’ of the Nic- 
aragua route may take eight or ten years. - 
A limited availability can be secured in half 
that: time. 

The advantages and profits of a-speedy 
interoceanic communication will greatly out- 
weigh a delay of fifteen or twenty years, and 
there is much more probability that it would 
take fifty years, or even be found to be im-

The imme- 
diate. Panama plan is for a. five: lock, eighty-two 
foot elevation canal, which will be completed in ten 
years. The sea level will be finished while the lock 
ditch is in use. .

Meat is often sliced cold for luncheon, or 
made into a hash for the next morning's 
breakfast when it might be made to serve 
for another dinner dish.

Before giving any recipes, let me suggest 
that it is a saving to buy the roast joint with 
the chops, and then cut off your own chops, 
and so with other meats.They come cheaper 
when sold for roasting pieces than for chops 

Beef au gratin—Mince 114 pounds lean beef, 
2 ounces fat, 4 pound bacon, 1 dessert spoon 
parsley, saltspoonful onion, season with salt 
and pepper. Add a little gravy and mix to 
a stiff paste. 
the meat, cover with a plate, bake in a mod- 
erate oven half an hour. If it dries, moisten 
with a little gravy. Turn out on a platter, 
smooth the surfacé, and garnish with fried 
mushrooms, 
mashed potatoes. Pour around the following 
gravy as you serve: 
a stew pan, and stir in smoothly one table- 
spoon flour till brown; slice and fry one onion 
and one carrot, and add to the flour with 
one-half pint stock, salt. and pepper, and boil 
gently, stirring till thickened f-r one hour, 
strain and serve, 

Curry of beef—Chop three onions and one 
apple fine, fry thoroughly and gently a pale 
brown in two ounces butter, add one good des- 
sert spoonful curry powder, one saltspoon 
sugar, some salt, and stir over the fire for 
ten minutes. Cut one pound beef into large 
dice and stir in the onions for another ten 
minutes. Add one gill good gravy, one table- 
spoon lemon juice, and stir all together for 
half arr hour. Do not allow it to boil. 

Prepare the rice in this way. Wash one- 
fourth pound in. four waters. Place in a 
saucepan sufficient water to cover it well, 
add salt, and when it bolls sprinkle in the 
rice. Let it boil moderately for about twenty 
minutes, until it is tender; pour into a col- 
ander and shake it before the fire till dry. 
Make a wall with the rice and pile the curry 
in the ceriter. 

Beef in tomata cups—Mince one-half pound 
beef, one teaspoon parsley, one saltspoon 
shallot; mix with two ounces bread crumbs, 
one teaspoon vinegar, season with pepper 
and salt.

I find that it ts not difficult to have a dinner 
now and then without meat, As the meat 
is the most expensive feature in any dinner, 
this plan makes quite a little difference in 
the cost of a dinner. I give recipes for some 
of my ways for preparing vegetable dishes 
when I omit meat. I always have one more 
vegetable than usual when meat is not 
served. 

SPANISH RICE,—Boil half a pound of rice 
as for curry; dry it well and fry it with a 
slice of butter till it is lightly browned. 
Stir into it two large toasted tomatoes and 
a@ tablespoonful of grated cheese; season 
with pepper and galt. Pile it high on a dish 

AN TOAST.—Fry squares of 
bread; sprinkle Parmesan cheese on each; 
chop some gherking fine and cover half the 
toast with them and the other half with the 
yolk of hard bolled eggs passed through a 
sieve; season with salt and cayenne. 

BEAN CUTLETS.—One pint shelled lima 
beans (soak in water’ to remove skins), 2 
tablespoonfuls rice, 1 onion, 1 carrot, 1 quart 
water. Boil these together into a stiff paste, 
season with pepper, salt, chopped parsley, 
and powdered marjoram. Turn out on to 
a board, divide into cutlets, shape with a 
sharp knife; cover the bottom of a frying 
pan with oll, and after rolling the cutlets in 
bread crumbs make the oil hot and fry 
them on both sides till brown. Serve with 
any kind of green vegetables. Five or six 
of these laid up against a round spinach mold 
make a handsome dish. : 

BAKED FORCEMEAT.—Rub 2 ounces 
of butter and a dessertspoonful of flour into 
% pound bread crumbs; add 1 ounce beets, 
1 ounce parsley, % ounce onions, chopped; 
season with pepper, salt, and a little mace. 
Mix all together with two eggs well beaten; 
roll it into small balls, and lay them in a 
baking dish; steep 1 ounce tapioca ten min- 
utes In 4% pint water: pour it over the balls; 
add three eggs boiled and cut Into small 
pieces; cover with pastry and bake. Use 
hot or cold. 

ONION PUDDING.—Peel and cut &% pound 
onions in twe; boil them ten minutes; drain 
away the water gnd chop them, adding %& 
ounce parsley, previously chopped; season 
with pepper and salt and stir in 1 ounce but- 
ter; line a dish with pastry, put in the onions, 
tie a cloth tightly over, and boil it about an 
hour and a half. It may be baked with

Cut two pounds 
of shin of beef into thin strips, draw them 
through the flour, and roll each round a 
small plece of fat. Put these HUghtly into 
the basin, scatter over them a little finely 
chopped onion, and pour in a teacupful of 
water. Cover with pastry, tie over a scalded 
and floured cloth, and boil slowly for five 
hours. This will be quite as tender as if 
beefsteaks were used. 

HAM STEAKS.—Cut some thick slices 
from a raw ham; put them into a frying pan, 
with a small cup of water, and cook slowly, 
turning once or twice till the water has 
evaporated and the steaks are a light brown. 
Drédge them lightly with flour. Have ready 
a sauce made by boiling a teacupful of milk, 
a small piece of butter, a teaspoonful of mus- 
tard, and a few grains of cayenne pepper. 
Arrange the steaks on a platter and pour over 
the boiling sauce. Before serving place 
triangular pieces of toast round the meat. 

SAUSAGE, DUMPLINGS.—They are pop- 
ular at our table and, of course,cheap. Make 
a pastry of one pound of flour, two ounces of 
drippings, one teaspoon baking powder, and
